Americans prefer 
petrol rationing 
to Ford tax 


NEW YORK, — Sixty per cent of 
Americans would rather have petrol 
rationing or a 10-cents-a-galion tax 
than Presiden: Gerald Ford's tax on 
imported oil, according to the Harris 

Among the 1,532 families surveyed, 
mandatory rationing was preferred 
60-25 per cent over an oil import 
tax, and 60-13 per cent were in fa- 
vour of 2 10-cents-a-galion gasoline 
tax. The others were undecided. 

“They feel the price of many other 
products and services will go up when 
manufacturers raise the price of 
gas to absorb the price hike of 
foreign oil.” the survey said. 

“They also feel the ail imports tax 
would raise the price of home heat- 
ing, whereas rationing or a simple 
tax on gasoline would have ap im- 
pact only om the cost of using an 
automobile.” 

In other developments, eight north- 
eastern states filed a suit in a 
Washington, D.C. federal court yes- 
terday seeking to halt President 
Ford's oil import fee programme. 

The states said the Trade Expan- 
sion Act, under which the President 
instituted the fees on January 23, 
did not give him authority for such 
action, They asked to have the 
programme declared illegal, 

States joining in the civil suit were 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Maine, 
New Jersey, New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Rhode Island and Vermont — all 
of which are heavily dependent on 
foreign oil.

Leftist rebels kill 
‘two in Argentina 


Labour Ministry official and a body- 
of Labour Minister Ricardo 
Otero were killed yesterday morning 
in’ a machinegun attack, police 
sources re} The assailants were 
believed to be leftist guerrillas.

(ERP) as they escaped. 

The terrorists said early this month 
that they would “eliminate one-by- 
one" labour, business, government, 
security and judicial figures for the 
death of every guerrilla killed. 


LONDON (UPI). — The Irish 
Republican Army's renewed bomb 
blitz put London on an emer- 
gency alert yesterday, with police 
clearing several areas because of 
bomb scares. At the same time 
home’s of IRA sympathizers were 
raided. 

Anonymous telephone callers re- 
porting bombs planted in several 
Jocations in central London forced 
police to block off traffic and warn 
People off the streets in precautions 
egainst a repeat of blasts thet 
wounded 26 persons in Manchester 
and London on Monday. 

Oxford Street, the city’s main 
shopping thoroughfare, was Closed 
along with the two-mile sector be- 
tween trafalgar Square and Fleet 
Street. Police with loudspeakers 
warned pedestrians to get inside and 
stay away from windows. 

Scotland Yard said it was ques- 
tioning three men, one captured in 
a car chase and two others taken 
from their homes in south-west Lon- 
don during the night in connection 
with the IRA bombing campaign 
that began last November. 

Sean O'Brady of the IRA in Dub- 
lin said there could be no truce 
until Ireland meets the demands of 
17 IRA hunger strikers in Port.

Scotland Yard 
asked the public to be on the look- 
out for susplicious-locking persons 
or parcels, 


More Australian leaders 
oppose PLO visit 


CANBERRA. Opposition to a 
five-week Australian tour by a five- 
member delegation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization took on new 
strength yesterday with the ad- 
dition of Robert Hawke, leader of 
Australia’s trade union movement 
and president of the governing Aus- 
tralian Labour Party. 

“two state premiers, Don Dunstan 
of South Australia (Labour) and 
Tom Lewis of New South Wales 
(Liberal), also Prime Minister 
Gough Whitlam to decline admission 
to the group scheduled to arrive on 
February 21 on a private tour of the 
country. 

Hawke, president of the Australian 
Council of Trade Unions (ACTU), as 
well ag head of the Australian La- 
bour Party’s non-parliamentary body, 
said, “I abhor the violence and de- 
struction these people stand for. 
They should not be allowed into the 
country.” 

Dunstan told newsmen, “No de- 
legation of the PLO will be received 
by me or given any facilities by the 
South Australian Government.” 

Lewis echoed Dunstan’s remarks 


and urged Whitlam to use his con- 
siderable influence to cancel the 
visit, arranged during his recent ab- 
sence in Europe and Asia while 
Deputy Prime Minister Jim Cairns 
was acting as prime minister. 

Nathan Jacobson, president of the 
executive council of Australian 
Jewry, promised from his Melbourne 
headquarters “demonstrations of un- 
precedented size and possible vio- 
lence” -if the PLO tour was al- 
lowed. 

Michael Elizur, Israeli Ambassador 
to Australia, said he had been in 
contact with Australian Foreign Af- 
fairs Department officials “and I 
told them in no uncertain terms 
what we think about it.” 

The projected visit was organized 
by William Hartley, a prominent 
leftwing state official of the Vic- 
torian Labour Party in Melbourne. 
He started the move immediately on 
his return from a Middle Bast visit 
three days ago. 

The Australian Government is ex- 
pected to decide today whether to 
issue visas to the PLO delegates.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Old age Pensions for New Immigrants 

I£ you have reached retirement age and are not insured by the Na- 
tional Insurance Inatitute because you came to Israei after August 31, 
1967, having passed the age of 60, you are entitled to a pension on 
reaching an “appropriate age.” 

For men, “appropriate age” is 70; for men who do not have an income 
exceeding the figure given in the National Insurance law, the age is 65. 
For women, “appropriate age” is lower — 65; for women with no in- 
come, the age is 60. 


ADDITIONS TO PENSIONS 


You may be eligible for a “supplementary benefit,” if the pension 
forms the main part of your income. ‘ 

In January 1975, the monthly old age pension with supplementary 
benefit for two people was ILS12 and for a single person 11.5.42. 


SURVIVOR’'S PENSION 


Are you due part of a survivor's pension, in addition to a retirement 
pension? 

_In the past, a person receiving an old age pension was not eligible 
for an additional pension. The position has now changed and a person 
receiving a retirement pension whose spouse dies may now be eligible 
on Certain conditions for part of a survivor's pension. In order to re- 
ceive this, he must complete the (already started) qualifying insurance 
period. It is worth your while applying to your local National Insur- 
ance Institute office, to see if you are entitled to this pension. 


SURVIVOR’S PENSION FOR NEW: LMMIGRANTS 


If your spouse has died, and you are not insured by National Insurance 
—because you came to Israel after August 1967 when you were over 
60 — you may be eligible for a special survivor's pension. 

You are eligible for this speciai pension, only if you do not receive a 
pension or allowance, granted in accordance with a Jaw or labour 
Contract made in Israel or abroad. 

The amount of such an allowance will depend on your age, how many 
children you have. and your income.
